Ho may purchase dressed food, bat may uot dross 
it for himself; homnat not eat or drink vrhiletlie 
sunisbelowtbehorif/on I benja.sC abstain ironi 
all roots, as y&ms, onions, and hT)m batter 
and honey ivtJeha, and tnud). 

The Jatls wear loose clothing, with their hoads 
))are, and Choir hair and beards clipped; anil 
they oaght Derer to bathe; bat now-a*daya 
they do 60 , Sometimes they live togctlior in 
pdrafui (pAiSdaiAiiss), and ever after a Jati 
has left one of tbeso, bo yields » soj^t 
of allegiance to the Guraji or hcml of the 
Pusals. 

The Jatis are not Sannylsis in the real sense 
of the word. They are foud of pomps, eilrev 

and bronss vesaoK cloths with orDamental 

lioi'deTS. Many of the Jatis are tnulcrs, and 
always carry money with tbera. They neglect 
pfl}9; though it is their duty to rcn<l and 
oxpoDod the Jaina SAtfreu to the ^vAvakas at 
tho temples, tliey noror peiforna any of the 
rcligiooa ceremonies, Some Jatis have con* 
cobiiies, whom they seclndo in villages, bnl do 
not bring into the larger towns. Moinlly they 
arc not & good lot.

The place where the none live is called au 
Ufusti'o^ Acooitliug to the isditras oot 
tliau iUi’Ce nnns naast ocenpy rui VpiVeatn; but 
when there are only two nuoa the rule is not 
considered broken. Tliero is a head uuu. in 
every Upnsara, called the Praoitrli^i. She is ap* 
pointed by tlie Aclirlrya. One of the Oii*9is is 
chosen to that poet on the ground either of 
long residence in the Upitaara, or of learning, 
or of aasteiuty. The Oirnf appointed Pmiarftnl 
on account of her learning is called Saialhavii-4, 
(Sans. Sruieuikaeir^}; i£ on aoconat cf age, 
Viiyadhavir4 i i£ on account of aasterity, 
Tapathaoird. The Glrnts weoi* fonr cloths, 
an cuter one called kiipa<^ a nether cloth 
called tdda. a lu^a or Jungity, and a chsuJi 
or bodice, or woollen blanketH,

They beg their 
meals, and may not cook,—for ioachiog {ire la 
strictly lc^^bibit<^.

When going to beg they carry three or flee 
vessels placed in a wallet tong roondtbe wrist.
